S,»yon want to know how I happen to be 


•o liald when I am still a young man. It 
is not a long story, but I never like to tell 
it; in fact, I have never told it but twice in 
nil these years.

China may be found in the old city ol 
Nanking. She has been taught from 
earliest childhood that if heaven so smile 
upon her as to give her a husband shs 
must be humbly grateful, and yet tha 
wedding day of a Nanking woman, al 
though great care has been taken to select 
a lucky day, ushers her into a life of the 
greatest uncertainty. 


The parties entering into the marriage 


relation have not chosen each other at all, 
but have been chosen for each other by 
persons duly appointed according to the 
wish of the parents, and as a rule have 
never seen each other 


Today is the auspicious day, the oqa 


which the gods favor, tho wedding day, 
and let us follow our Chinese sistor as she 
prepares to leave her mother's house, 
day long she lies in bed, in quiet medita.- 
tion. She eats no hearty food, but her ap- 
petite is tempted with rice gruel and A few 
other delicacies. About noon the groom 
comes to pay his respects to her mother. 
He kotows to her (bumps his forehead on 
tho floor) and to all the important mem- 
bers of the family. 


He has sent, three days before, the beau- 


tiful scarlet silk wedding clothes; beauti- 
ful indeed they are, and of priceless value 
in Chinese eyes, u# they are the emblem of 
the first wife. 


Twelve o'clock, mjdnigjjjt, is ft fayorife 


wedding hour. As the evening comes pi> 
and wears away preparations proceed. The 
goigeous red bridal chair, decked with lan- 
terns, is wmtmgoutside, 
oloiCM»]j . -iu »!,„(,. j^j, 
their joyful strains, 
good fortune, having living husbands, 
sous and daughters, dressed in their own 
scarlet wedding clothes, friends of her 
mother, act as bridesmaids. 


When all is ready to make the bride's 


toilet one of them steps to the door and an- 
nounces, "The bride is about to take a 
bath." The musicians begin to play. "The 
bride is dressing." Another strain from 
the pipes. "The bride is having her hair 
combud," and yet another strain sounds 
forth on the evening Mr. A peck of rice is 
poured upon the floor, and when the 
bride's toilet is completed she is placed 
upon this aud from it is carried to the 
chair by some male member of the family, 
ns< pn no account must she step upon the 
floor or ^e ground after she is dressed in 
entirely new clofhipg for she mubt not in- 
cur the displeasure pi the gods by carry- 
ing anything the least soiled ip Tiej' lufs,- 
band's borne. 


As she is placed in the chair the doors 


are sealed, and to the rnusic of the pipes 
she begins her solitary ride to her future 
home. When the half way point is reached 
the chair coolies and the helping mother, 
a servant who always accompanies her, 
call out, "Oh, bride, your crying time is 
up, we shall soon reach your husband's 
home." To have the marks of tears on 
her face as she arrives would bring ill luck 
to the family, and so she smothers all sad 
feelings, and heialded by tho weird music 
is borne along to meet her fate. 


At the end of the journey instead of find- 


ing an eager crowd to welcome her to her 
new home, the chair is put down, the mu- 
sic ceases, and she is required to sit in 
^llent meditation until the exact time ar- 
f^fili fpf tlie worship of heaven and earth, 
fixed by fhenayties wllQ arranged for the 
marriage. *£his sitting in sjlenoe \a cpn. 
sideieda very important part of theperec 
motiy by the mother-in-law, for without 
this discipline, this quelling of all excite- 
ment, the bride might prove a quarrel- 
some member of the family. 


At the pioper moment the chair is 


opened. Here two other ladies, very for- 
tunate in having husbands, sons and 
daughters, also dressed in scarlet, come 
out to assist the bride. 
A. way spread with 


rice has been prepared and the helping 
mother slips a pair of the bridegroom's 
shoes never worn before over the bride's, 
saying as she does so, "May they grow old 
together and all the affairs of life be pros- 
perous." 


There are various ways of escorting the 


bride to the bridal chamber. A favorite 
way is to give the groom the red end of a 
silk cloth and the bride the green end, and 
al'ter they together worship heaven awl 
earth he leads her to the marriage room. 
With bowed heads they sit upon the bed 
and each drinks a sip of tea or wine from 
his own cup, then the contents'of both cups 
are poured into one and they each drink 
from it, and the marriage ceremony is 
over 


Now follows the sight of each other. The 


anxious husband for the first time knows 
•whether his wife is handsome or not, and 
to the trembling bride Js revealed her life- 
long companion. 


At this juncture the doors are thrown 


open, the groom retires,_and the kindred, 
friends and neighbors come in to see the 
bride. This is a time of great merriment, 
but the bride must sit in quiet with bowed 
head and make no resistance or answer, or 
even allow herself to smile, as all sorts of 
jokes are played upon her. Congratula- 
tions to the mother-in-law pour in from all 
sides. If the bride should prove homely 
the jokes are few and the mirth of short 
duration, lest the anger of the husband be 
unduly excited. 


On the first day the bride does not pre- 


sume to speak, and in the presence of her 
husband she is dumb for three days, but 
all this time come visitors to see the bride. 
There she must sit and listen to remarks 
about herself whether complimentary or 
otherwise. On the third day she $s for- 
mally introduced to the members of the 
tarnilythat she may always distinguish 
tetween those of greater and less impor- 
tance. The bride and groom stand to- 
gether with some one at their side who 
announces, "The father-in-law and the 
mother-in-law." The pair then kotow to 
them four times. The paternal uncles 
nnd aunts are next announced and so on 
Until the pair have kotowed to all the rel- 
atives except the younger brothera and 
sisters, to whom they make a bow with 
clasped hands. 


On the fourth day after the wedding, 
very early in the morning, the bride begins 
a custom that must ever after be a part of 
her daily duties, namely, going to the room 
of her rnother-m-Ja^v before she is up to 
give/ her morning greetings and to be of 
service to her if she -needs any help, At 


it begins to recede, and is at its lowest 
point between 11 to 8:30. At the latter 
tour the evening tide commences and it 
rises continuously until 7 in the evening, 
when it begins to recede. The height of 
the tide varies at times a trifle, but it ia 
never less than five inches and seldom over 
eight inches under ordinary circumstances.

It is 
pbtained by distillation from ferroeyanide 
pf potassium by the action of sulphuric 
add intheform_o|_fa,UghtJ colorless £as. 
ITcHru te apjcj of a strength of 3 per cent, of 
anhydroUB ftcid in distilled water, a color- 
less liquid, with the odor of bitter almonds. 
The dose is fiomtwo to six drops. One- 
half grain of the anhydrous acid is suffi- 
cient to produce death. It is used in medi- 
cine in correcting diseases of the stomach, 
also whooping cough and the last stages

FujJ.sim, the Sftcred Mountain of Japan, 


All the mountains of Japan are of un- 


questioned volcanic origin, and Fuji stands 
where Hondo, the main Island, is broadest. 
About twenty craters are still active 
throughout the Islands, but Fuji-san be- 
longs to the much greater number which 
are now inactive. Its last eruption oc- 
curred in 1707, continuing more than a 
month. As far away as Tokio, sixty miles 
northeast, the ashes fell to a depth of 
seven or eight inches, while on the To- 
kaido, twelve or fifteen miles southeast, 
the accumulation was six feet. At this 
time was formed Ho-yei-san, n secondary 
or parasitic cone on the southeast slope. 


No other mountains in Japan reach 


within 3,000 feet of the elevation of Fuji, 
and jt is therefore jn prominent view f roiu 
an immense area, including thirteen pray? 
inces of the empire. Certain avenues in 
Tokio are called Fuji-mi, or Fuji viewing 
streets, and from all of them the famous 
peak is a glorious spectacle. All winter 
long the summit of Fuji-san is unap- 
proachable, and from November to July 
snows reign supreme. In the latter month, 
however, when the trails up the mountain 
slopes are laid bare, the ascent becomes 
feasible, and remains so throughout the 
summer and early autumn.—Professor 
Todd in Century. 


Improvements for Sleeping: Cars. 


We notice that an attempt is to be made 


to ventilate sleeping cars. The method 
outlined is simple and promises success, 
but ttamost encouraging feature of the 
scheme [s that it should have occurred to 
the sleeping car companies that their 
coaches are not already perfect in construe- 
tion and management. Perhaps it may 
now penetrate their minds that the same 
covering is not equally pleasant for their 
unfortunate patrons in the tropical nights 
of midsummer and in the arctic nights of 
midwinter. At present the "sleeper" is 
provided only' with clammy linen sheets 
and heavy double blankets.

Such a change, with a little pure air, would 
make a night in a sleeping car a less hor-

In height it 
measures fifty-four feet, the head alone, 
which is reached by a winding stairway in 
the interior of the figure, being capable of 
holding a company of twenty persons.

in which to spend a night, Overlooking 
tha annoyances of toilet making in the 
crtvmped quarters of the car, the condition 
of the air of a filled car on awakening in 
the morning is something terrible to ex- 
perience. One cause of this could have 
been removed long ago without an invent- 
or's interposition. A principal reason for 
the poor ventilation of such cars has been 
the compartments at each end, which run- 
ning up to the roof cut off the main source 
of ventilation—viz., the circulation of air 
through the cars by the motion of the 
train. 


An ordinary car receives a supply of pure 


air in this way every time the door is 
opened, but in a sleeper such ventilation is 
«uarde4 agfiinst not only by the partitions, 
but by swinging doors at their side de- 
signed to make the entrance of a stray 
draft impossible. 
We suggest to the 


sleeping car companies that a carpenter 
and a kit of tools would soon doenough in 
the way of ventilating their cars to silence 
many complaints and add to the public 
health.—New York Post.

Removing the Tusgolg from Corn. 


Some expeliments conducted in 1890 av 


the experiment station of Cornell univer- 
sity on the removal of tassels from a pan, 
of the growing corn yielded very bene- 
ficial results. A gain of 50 per cent WUH 
estimated. This remaikablo showing led 
to further tests at the Ohio station, at tin1 
Ohio State university. Thirty-two rown 
of corn, running over quite uniform land, 
were selected upon which to make the ti lul 
On Aug. 1 the tassels were pulled from 
each alternate row. 


It was found that tho unmerchantable 


corn from the four plots from which the 
tassels had been removed averaged 30 per 
cent, while tho average from the other 
four rows was 21 percent unmerchantable 
The calculations also show that tho aver- 
age yield per acie is about one bushel IBSH 
than where the corn was left undisturbed 
It is thought probable that the tosbeli, 
were not in this experiment removed earl}' 
enough. 


The theory upon which the experiment 


is based is that the strength that would 
otherwise go to the maturing of the tassel 
and production of pollen is diverted to tho 
use of groins, and from their more com- 
plete development more corn is produced 
—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Useful Purposed of Rogln. 


There are many useful purpotes to whlcl 


rosin can be applied outside of those ol 
general practice. Aa a nonconductor ol 
beat it is used in the protection of water 
pipes, particularly in crossing bridges 
where the pipe is laid in the middle of a 
long box and the whole filled with melted 
rosin. Rosin i» also used in supporting 
basement floors in machine shops, winch 
may be laid over some dry material, as 
spent molding sand, which is carefully 
leveled off, and the planking laid upon 
temporary supports separating it about 
two inches above the sand. 


Numerous holes, about two inches in 


diameter being bored 
through 
these 


planks, melted rosin is forced through 
them by means of funnels until the whole 
space is solidly filled, and then the uppei 
flooring is laid upon these planks. In ca.se 
the floor Is subjected to shocks sufficient 
to break the rosin, it rapidly joins togethei 
again in much the same manner as the 
regelationof ice.—Engineering.

THENEED OF A LONGER PRES- 


IDENTIAL TERM. 


The direct expenses of a Presidential 


election amount to many millions of 
dollars and the indirect losses to the 
country in an exciting campaign by 
the retarding of business operations 
are incalculable. A shrewd political 
authority, accustomed to handle cam- 
paign funds, estimates that it will cost 
the two political parties one and a half 
million of dollars in New York State 
alone to conduct the coming campiign. 
The lengthening of the term to eight 
years would reduce such expenses and 
losses by one-half. It would be greatly 
to the advantage of our diplomatic 
service in the longer eontinuaaoa in 
office of experienced men, and would 
also strengthen civil-service reform 
among all classes of employees, and 
save them from the temptations always 
incident, in a greater or a lesser 
degree, to the frequent changes in the 
minor offices which follow in the wake 
of Presidential eleptious.

Why a Person Beecmes Able to ResUI 


a Deadly Slcknnes, Especially an In 
fectlous Disease—Tho Method* of Vac 
ol&ation and Ancient Cuntoms. 


For a long time it has attracted atten 


tion that of a number of persons equally 
exposed to certain 
infectious diseases 


some are attacked by it much more se\ ere 
ly than oth< rs tthlle many do not become 
sick at all, also that persons who IHH o re 
covered from attacks of certain diseases do 
not generally, when exposed to them again 
within a limited period of time, coiitiaet 
these diseases, or at most the attack ibn 
mild one Generally a mild attack of a 
disease is as efficacious as is a sevei e one 111 
preventing a second (mild 01 seveip) at 
tack of the same disease 


This condition of the body in whieli it 


can resist more or less successfully attacks 
of infectious diseases is defined as 1111 
munity 
It may be natural or acquired 


and an individual may be immune against 
one infectious disease but not against an 
othet 


The Chinese were most likely the fn st 


who produced (3,000 years ago) immumtj 
artlfleially, inasmuch as they dressed their 
children in shirts worn by patients Bick 
with smallpox and made them snuff up 
the scabs in order to render them immune 
The Brahmins also applied ropes made of j 
hair and soaked in the poison of smallpox 
i 


Another observation bearing on the queo 


tion of immunity is given by'Ihucjduks 


(460 
B C), who flays concerning theplague 


in Athens, ' The disease attacked no one 
twice, at least not m a deadly manner " 


Until the time of Jenner (1798) scarcely 


any progress had been made to\v ard the 
explanation or the artificial production of 
immunity. As is well known, Jennei in 
vosttgated the popular belief whieh he 
found current in Gloucestershire as to the 
antagonism, between cowpox and smallpox 


He found that individuals who bad been 


inoculated accidentally with the lymph of 
cowpox and had recovered from the slight 
disease resulting weie subsequently mi 
rmme toward smallpox 
To Jenner is due 


jreat credit for having established this 
'aet, for having made it known genenlly 
and for having intiodueed artifleial vie 
cinatlon—vu , immunity against smallpox 


work has been of incalculable benefit 


,o humanity, since smallpox is now a com 
wratively raie disease, while bcfoie his 
lime it was one of the most common 


Except as to its connection with small 


pox, 
immunity teceived but little atten 


,ion until about 1877 when the advances 
madein other depaitments of bacteuolo«y 
again drew the attention of experimenters 
a the subject 
A great variety of theories 


las since been propounded with the view 
>f furnishing a satisfactory explanation of 
immunity, not a few important facts beai 
ing upou the flubjcot Aittvo been discovered, 
and some practical results have been ob- 
tained 
Tha whole question is yet, how 


ever, in a very unsatisfactory condition, 
and indeed is a highly complicated one 


So far two methods have been used 


chiefly for causing immunity 
One de 


pends upon the antagonistic action of one 
kind or one species of bacteria upon the 
other, the other upon application of sub- 
stances (ptomaines, or mors likely toxo 
bumms) produced by bacteria grown in 
pine cultures 1 he immunity giving sub 
itances aie isolated fiom the&e cultures in 
as pure a state as possible, and are used 
subcutaneouslv 


Fiom cultures of the Locffler diphtheria 


bacillus a highly poisonous toxalbumm 
has been sepaiated, \\hich, after it has 
been bterili7cd by heat and then injected 
under the bkm seeuies immunity against 
subsequent inoculation with the virulent 
germ of diphtheria 


The substance which is the immunity 


giving principle in tlie lymph used for 
smallpox vaccination has not been isolated 
yet, but there can be no doubt that here, 
too, we have to deal with a substance 
which is a product of bacteiia life 


Of the numerous attempts made to fur 


msh an explanation regarding the action 
of these immunity giving substances only 
a few will be considered 


Acquired immunity has been compared 


to an acquired tolerance of a poison Tol 
eitince of poisons (such as alkaloids) is 
constantly observed, but it is limited in 
degree, and obtained only as the result of 
a long continued succession of doses 
Im- 


munity is acquired after a single applica- 
tion of the immunity giving substance, and 
can therefore hardly be duo to the adapta- 
bility of the body to accommodate itself 
as it were, to the presence of poisonous 
substances 


Before it was clearly demonstrated that 


pioditcts of bacteiia life, and not the b*c 
term themselves, cause immunity, the 
theory of "exhaustion" was given as an 
explanation According to this theory, the 
bacteria on the ' first icvasion" of the 
body consume a number of substances 
which form a necessary nutriment of the 
invading species of bacteria 
When it was 


shown that immunity was given by sub 
stances in the absence of bacteria this 
theory became untenable 


The following theory is the only one 


which today is in no opposition to facts Ob- 
served It Buppoaes that the excretions or 
decomposition products of the bacteria re- 
main in the body after the first invasion 
and pi event theieturn of the same species 
If thesedecompositionpioducts are formed 
outside the body and injected into it they 
also remain there, or at least cause such 
permanent changes that the bacteria can 
not exist in it 


In other words, immunity 
may be 


brought about, or a cure may be effected, 
by introducing into the body those sub 
stances which are antagonistic to bacteria, 
and these substances themselves are chiefly 
the products of bacteria life—Pharma 
ceutical Review
